LET'S HALT MARATHON CAMPAIGNS 
When the national conventions loomed 
ahead, there were shining forecasts that be­ 
cause of TV they’d be shorter and snappier 
this year. Well, they weren’t. They were 
both longer than any in the last 20-odd 
years. 
After they ended, the optimists came out 
of their cliche-proof shelters and bravely 
predicted that the campaigns, at least, would 
be streamlined to Fit the modern-day needs 
of television. 
Wrong again. Instead of starting in mid- 
September, as candidates had been doing in 
the recent past, the two 1952 nominees 
stirred from their vacation roosts in Aug­ 
ust, and by September I were going full-tilt 
up and down the land. 
Pick up your paper or tune in radio or TV 
today and it ought to be obvious that eight 
or nine weeks is much too long for a presi­ 
dential campaign in this era. 
Britain has a pretty fair working democ­ 
racy, and the British handle the whole thing 
in three weeks. We’ve got more country to 
cover, but we ought to be able to do it in six 
weeks rather than nine.
